war flashed before ou r ey es. 
One morning last week an 
American adv iser for ru ral de­ 
v elopment held u p a six -foot- 
long compu ter readou t of his 
p rov ince’s secu rity rating that 
he had ju st receiv ed from Sai­ 
gon. 
“Look at this,” he said, point­ 
ing to a bank of nu mbers. 
“That is su pposed to giv e the 
cu rrent statu s of ou r Popu lar 
Force u nits. We cannot reach 
any of those u nits by radio; 
they hav e ju st gone. This paper 
is worthless.” 


He walked ov er to a chart de­ 
tailing dev elopment plans for a 
score of hamlets in his northern 
districts. “We’v e lost them, 
too,” he said, tu rning the chart 
to the wall. 
Elsewhere in the three major 
fighting areas we v isited—the 
central highlands, the central 
coast, and Qu ang Tri Prov ­ 
ince—the sense of swift, u nex ­ 
pected rev ersal was strong. 
We arriv ed 10 day s after the 
North Vietnamese offensiv e be­ 
gan. Thru sts had been made 
deep into Qu ang Tri Prov ince.

SAIGON (AP) - What we 
hav e seen the last three weeks 
looks like a film strip of the 
preceding 10 y ears rev ersed 
and reru n. The y ears peeled 
back as images of Vietnam at 


What is Law Day USA? How 
did it come into being? Why do 
we observ e it? Is it recognized 
widely ? 
Law Day is set aside May 
first each y ear by joint resolu ­ 
tion of Congress and Presiden­ 
tial proclamation as “a special 
day of celebration by the Amer­ 
ican people in appreciation of 
their liberties” and as an occa­ 
sion for “rededication to the 
ideals of q u ality and ju stice u n­ 
der law.” 
The annu al nationwide 
ev ent is not a "lawy ers’ day ,” 
bu t rather an occasion for 
honoring the place of law in 
ou r liv es, for learning how the 
law and ou r legal sy stem op­ 
erates, and for ex amining 
how the law can better serv e 
ou r people and nation. 
Law Day USA was conceiv ed 
in 1957 by Charles S. Rhy ne, a 
Washington, D.C., lawy er and 
then president of the American 
Bar Association, the 150,000- 
member national organization 
of the legal profession in the 
U.S. 
On the occasion of the first 
observ ance of Lw Day USA in 
1958, President Dwight D. Ei­ 
senhower stated: 
"It is fitting that the Amer­ 
ican people shou ld remember 
with p ride and v igilantly 
gu ard the great heritage of 
liberty , ju stice and eq u ality 
u nder law . . . It is ou r moral 
and civ ic obligation as free 
men and as Americans to 
p reserv e and strengthen that 
great heritage.” 
Rhy ne said: "Today , after 
350 y ears, the greatest strength 
of America lies in this concept 
of indiv idu al liberty u nder law. 
Other sy stems of gov ernment 
hav e produ ced great scientists, 
great mu sicians and other ou t­ 
standing achiev ements. Bu t no 
sy stem has produ ced the indi­ 


v idu al freedom which ex ists in 
America. . . ” 
Ou r nation, throu gh its citi­ 
zens, pau ses once each y ear to 
reflect on ou r legal heritage 
and the role of law in an ev er 
changing society . 
The special ev ent is a day 
for reminding all citizens of 
the United States of the rights 
they hold u nder the Constitu ­ 
tion and Bill of Rights which 
are p rotected by law: free 
speech, free press, free as­ 
sembly , freedom of religion, 
the right to legal cou nsel and 
a trial by one’s peers if ac­ 
cu sed of crime. 


It is a day , too, when all the 
people of the United States are 
asked to consider their indiv id­ 
u al du ties as responsible citi­ 
zens. Su ch as: 1) The du ty to be 
informed on issu es of gov ern­ 
ment and commu nity affairs, 2) 
To v ote in elections, 3) To re­ 
spect the rights of others, 4 ) To 
p ractice and teach the princi­ 
ples of good citizenship in their 
home, 5) To serv e on ju ries if 
called, 6) To obey , resp ect and 
u phold the law, and 7 ) To su p­ 
port those institu tions and p er­ 
sons charged with law enforce­ 
ment. 
The p rimary pu rpose of the 
observ ance is to empjiasize the 
v alu es of liv ing u nder a sy stem 
of laws and independent cou rts 
that protect indiv idu al freedom 
and make possible a free socie­ 
ty - 
That Law Day USA occu ­ 
pies only a single calendar 
day merely is sy mbolic. It is 
an annu al rem inder that 
while the principles embod­ 
ied in the observ ance are con­ 
stant, their v itality cannot be 
taken for granted, bu t mu st 
be nu rtu red and su stained by 
ev ery citizen ev ery day of the 
y ear. 


Price-wage 
controls off 
small firms 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
gov ernment today lifted wage 
and p rice controls from mil­ 
lions of small bu sinesses and 
small gov ernment u nits, gener­ 
ally those with 60 or fewer 
employ es. 
Director Donald Ru msfeld of 
the President’s Cost of Liv ing 
Cou ncil said the mov e was 
aimed at streamlining the con­ 
trols p rogram, and was not a 
step toward ending it. 
The cou ncil did not remov e 
controls from the health or con­ 
stru ction indu stries. Rent con­ 
trols weren’t changed either. 
The health category inclu des 
hospitals, etc. 
In sep arate mov es, the cou n­ 
cil brou ght many constru ction 
and health firms u nder tighter 
gov ernment scru tiny , ex panded 
the staffs of the Pay Board and 
the Price Commission by abou t 
one-third, and reassigned hu n­ 
dreds of Internal Rev enu e Serv ­ 
ice Agents from controlling 
small bu sinesses to controlling 
firms that remain u nder pay 
and p rice regu lations. 
“The decision to ex empt 
small bu sinesses, small gov ern­ 
ments and their employ es from 
wage and p rice controls is de­ 
signed to eliminate u nnecessary 
red tap e,” the cou ncil said in a 
printed statement. 
The cou ncil said that its deci­ 
sion will bring the total of e x - 


emp t firms to fiv e million. The 
cou ncil earlier had ex empted 
1.5 million of these.

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SAIGON (AP) — Sou th Viet­ 
nam’s first prov incial capital 
fell to the North Vietnamese to­ 
day after fiv e day s of sav age 
assau lts in the northern sector 
by troops of fou r div isions. It 
was Hanoi’s biggest v ictory of 
its 38-day offensiv e. 
Sou th 
Vietnamese 
troops 
abandoned Qu ang Tri and into 
enemy hands went territory 
stretching down from the de­ 
militarized zone 27 miles to the 
sou th. 
This May Day triu mph fol­ 
lowed the enemy ’s seizu re of 
fu ll control of the popu lation 
and imp ortant rice crops along 
the central coast; the cu tting of 
Highway 1 in cru cial points 
north of Da Nang, site of the 
big U.S. air base; and renewed 
enemy p ressu re on Kontu m, an­ 
other prov incial cap ital in the 
central highlands. 
With the fall of Qu ang Tri, 
popu lation 27 ,000 a threat be­ 
came more imminent to the old 
imp erial cap ital of Hu e, now 
only 24 miles sou th of the 
northernmost defensiv e line of 
the Sou th Vietnamese on High­ 
way 1. 
. 
All American adv isers were' 
safely ev acu ated by helicopter 
shortly before it was decided to 
abandon plans to defend Qu ang 
Tri. Most of the civ ilians had 
long since fled and only a v ery 
few remained. 
At last rep ort there were 89 
U.S. adv isers in Qu ang Tri bu t 
some were said to hav e left 
earlier. 
U.S. Army helicopters landed 
and flew them ou t, and there 
were no rep orts of any aircraft 
being shot down despite enemy 
antiaircraft gu ns ringing the 
city . They were flown to a sa­ 
fer location farther sou th. 
A mau led battalion of Sou th 
Vietnamese rangers mov ing 
sou th from Qu ang Tri broke 


and fled after a day -long battle 
with troops of two North Viet­ 
namese regiments near High­ 
way 1. 
Bu t U.S. adv isers said Sou th 
Vietnamese marines mov ing 
north to link u p with the 
rangers attacked a nearby regi­ 
mental post and killed 160 ene­ 
my soldiers with help from U.S. 
bombing strikes. The marines 
were forced to pu ll back, how­ 
ev er, when the rangers tu rned 
off the p ressu re from the sou th. 


The enemy driv e in the north­ 
ern sector is believ ed p art of a 
plan to seize Sou th Vietnam’s 
two northern prov inces and to 
u se this as lev erage in the Viet­ 
nam peace talks in Paris. The 
Commu nist command also is 
believ ed aiming at seizing ma­ 
jor cities in the central high­ 
lands and central coast, effec­ 
tiv ely cu tting Sou th Vietnam in 
half. 
The 
Qu ang 
Tri 
objectiv e 
seemed almost achiev ed. 


“We hav e giv en u p plans to 
defend Qu ang Tri,” said Brig. 
Gen. Thomas Bowen, senior 
U.S. adv iser in the north. 
The 5,000 Sou th Vietnamese 
troops in the city were left to 
escape as best they cou ld, offi­ 
cials at Hu e reported. 
The collapse of Qu ang Tri’s 
defenses after fiv e day s of re­ 
newed attacks on the city gav e 
the Commu nist command its 
biggest v ictory to date in the 
month-old offensiv e, the first 


prov incial capital to fall. 
Almost all of Qu ang Tri’s 25,- 
000 residents had fled the fight­ 
ing day s ago, when renewed 
shellings and grou nd probes be­ 
gan against the city , 19 miles 
below the demilitarized zone. 
Highway 1 sou th of Qu ang Tri 
remained closed to traffic, and 
enemy sap p ers operating 80 
miles below the demilitarized 
zone cu t the roadway abou t 10 
miles north of Da Nang at the 
3.500-foot Hai Van Pass, which

Voting almost a long p arty lines, the Cou nty 
Board today elected A. H. Fraza, District 4, 
chairman ov er Charles Du nphy , 17 to 10, and 
falling into ranks between ru ral and city 
members knocked down a proposal for redu c­ 
ing the nu mber of board committees from 26 
to 6, on a v ote of 16 to 10. 
Members broke more p arty ranks on a 14 
to 12 v ote to hold meetings at night.

Road and bridge, special right-of-way , p lat 
committee u nder Road and Bridge.

Bu ilding Committee. 
Rabies, landfill, soldiers and sailors and 
fees and salaries u nder Fees and Salaries.

Claims will be made u p of the chairmen of 
the Finance, Bu ilding and Cou nty Serv ice and 
any other chairmen who hav e claims to dis­ 
cu ss.

To the west, in the central 
highlands, the North Vietnam­ 
ese increased p ressu re on the 
northren defense line of Kon­ 
tu m, attacking Fire Base Lima 
on Highway 14 abou t six miles 
north. 
The fall Su nday of Tam 
Qu an, the northernmost district 
in Binh Dinh Prov ince, imperils 
the only remaining gov ernment 
strongpoint, Landing Zone Eng­ 
lish, a regimental headq u arters 
to the sou th. 
English was rep orted u nder 
fire today , and the fou r Ameri­ 
can adv isors there were ev ac­ 
u ated by helicopter. One crew­ 
man aboard the helicopter was 
wou nded. 
The loss of Tam Qu an also 
giv es the Commu nists a rich 
rice crop, enou gh to feed their 
forces in the region for the rest 
of the y ear. The rice is beiig 
harv ested by farmers who hav e 
not left the land desp ite the 
fighting.

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Big replacing 
small 


May be all those spoonsful of 
Grunchy -Wunchies ladled into un­ 
willing little mouths y ears ago are 
coming home to roost. Whatever the 
reason, somebody up there in Wash­ 
ington doesn’t like the breakfast ce­ 
real industry . 
: First came widely publicized 
hearings last y ear in which alleged 
nutritional deficiencies in popular- 
brand cereals were ex posed by al­ 
leged ex perts. 
Then in J anuary , the Federal 
Trade Commission proposed an an­ 
titrust complaint against manufac­ 
turers of dry cereals, charging them 
with running a “ shared monopoly ,” 
or oligopoly , in which four or five 
cDmpanies dominate the industry 
ajid keep newcomers out. 
; The dictionary defines an oligop­ 
oly as a market situation where any 
one of a limited number of compa­ 
nies is powerful enough to influence 
the market but not so powerful that 
he can ignore the reactions of his 
competitors. In other words, it is far 
from being a monopoly . 
: It is estimated that as much as 35 
per cent of the products sold in the 
United States are produced by oli­ 
gopolies, from automobiles to zith­ 
ers. Possibly the FTC has hopped on 
the cereal industry as a test case to 
see if any thing goes snap, crackle or 
pop. 
• In any event, the oligopolies in 
cereal, automobiles, etc., are estab­ 
lished and it is going to take some 
doing to crack them open so that 
any body with a buck in his pocket 
can go into competition with General 
Mills or General Motors. 
Not so in all fields, however. And 
if; it is true that an ounce of preven­ 
tion is worth a pound of cure, the 
FTC ought to be barrelling into the 
beer business. 
Unlike cereal, which is no longer 


a growth industry and thus is not at­ 
tractiv e to new enterprises, the beer 
industry is growing at over four per 
cent a y ear. Yet oddly enough, the 
same thing is happening to it that 
happened to all those other nasty oli­ 
gopolies. 
According to a recent analy sis by 
Burnham & Co., an international in­ 
vestment banking firm, the national 
brewers are growing larger while 
the weaker regional and local brew­ 
ers are disappearing. 
Market share of the three top na­ 
tional companies ex panded from 21 
per cent to 39 per cent in the 196 0s. 
Tbe nationals have grabbed nearly 
90 per cent of the growth in barrel 
output and have been adding brew­ 
eries even as the total number in the 
country declined from 220 in 196 0 to 
154 in 197 0. 
True enough, just the other day 
the J ustice Department took prelim­ 
inary steps to block the sale of three 
money -losing breweries in Detroit to 
a competitor. No amount of antitrust 
suits, however, can change the eco­ 
nomic facts of life. 
The United States is more and 
more a national market and less and 
less a local or regional one. With any 
high-volume product y ou care to 
name, only those companies with the 
ability to serv ice the national mar­ 
ket are going to surviv e. 
If nothing succeeds like success, 
neither does any thing fail like fail­ 
ure. 
As the Burnham analy sis say s of 
the beer industry , the “ bigs” not on­ 
ly outspend the regionals in total 
dollars but do so more efficiently . 
Virtually all the new, efficient brew­ 
eries are being built by the nation­ 
als. 
For brewery , y ou can substitute 
bakery or foundry or factory and the 
story is the same. 


Car costs 
up, up 


America’s love affair with the 
automobile is going to end up like so 
many 
other 
once-ex citing 
ro­ 
mances- in a dull and disillusioning 
marriage of convenience. 
Already , owners of 197 2 models 
are being made aware of one cost of 
federal antipollution requirements 
in poorer gas mileage and perform­ 
ance. 
We hav en’t seen any thing y et. 
Beginning in 197 3, new bumper 
requirements will raise the cost of 
cars about $150 over current models. 
And the price per vehicle may climb 
an additional $7 00 by 1976 as passiv e 
restraint sy stems and other safety 
features are adopted, along with 
more complete emission control sy s­ 
tems, say s Production magazine. 
Automobile designers, who work 
several model y ears ahead, are be­ 
ginning to have nightmares. Be­ 
cause of scheduled federal regula­ 
tions, major changes will be neces­ 
sary in many of the automobile’s 
primary components. 
Engines will have new and more 
ex pensiv e hang-on sy stems added to 
satisfy emission standards. Rede­ 
sign of front and rear ends, including 
the frame and sheet metal, will be 
necessary to accommodate the 
energy -absorbing bumper sy stem. 
Passiv e restraint sy stems will nec­ 
essitate fundamental interior rede­ 
signing and structural changes to 
beef up the dash panel and roof. 
All of which means added weight, 
and added weight means bigger en­ 
gines and bigger brakes, and bigger 
every thing means a bigger sticker 
price and more ex pensive operation. 
The Wankel rotary engine may 
be a help here. But space and weight 
savings realized by using this small­ 
er, lighter engine will be eaten up by 
complicated emission control sy s­ 
tems crammed under the hood. 
Even by 197 6 we won’t hav e seen 
any thing. 
The 1980 car will be “ enormously 


ex pensiv e,” predicts automotiv e 
writer Daniel A. J edlicka, in an arti­ 
cle in Harper’s magazine. 
Based on General Motors’ ex pe­ 
rience with its ex perimental safety 
vehicle (ESV), it figures out to about 
$8,000, the price of a Cadillac or a 
Lincoln today . 
And the car of 1980 will not be a 
lux ury car. Neither will it have dis­ 
tinctiv e sty ling, as bumpers, head­ 
lights, taillights and so on are stand­ 
ardized. 
What’s worse, the highway -safe 
car probably will not be allowed in 
the cities, he say s, because its mas­ 
siv eness would create no end of con­ 
gestion. But even a small car in 1980 
is likely to cost about the same as a 
large car today . This would leav e 
many people in the position of being 
unable to afford to drive on high­ 
way s if the smaller, cheaper city - 
suburban car is banned from them. 
“ We in the automobile industry 
face the question of whether the ex ­ 
tra cost of meeting government 
standards will price our products 
bey ond reach, not only of those who 
want them but those who need 
them,” worries Richard C. Gersten- 
berg, chairman of GM. 
“ We may be setting off a big 
splurge of second-hand car buy ing 
and old-car restoration,” say s How­ 
ard P. Peers, chief engineer of 
Ford’s Product Development Group. 
Or else there’s going to be one 
heck of a boom in motorcy cles. 
In any ev ent, people are about to 
enter a strange new motoring world, 
say s J edlicka. 
“ Today , there is still a sense of 
connection to the automobile’s early 
day s, when all cars were adventure­ 
some, fun-to-drive machines. That 
feeling will be gone by 1980. 
“ As with air trav el, driving in 
1980 will be about as stimulating as 
drinking warm milk.”

During the Columbia University 
disorders I found if impossible to tell 
where the beatnik students left off 
and the militant y oung professors 
began. 
With the resurgence of campus 
violence, university administrators 
and trustees hav e a great deal to an­ 
swer for in hiring such characters in 
the first place. They are now part 
and parcel of the problem. 
On Harvard University President 
Nathan M. Pusey ’s retirement he 
properly castigated “ some faculty 
members who want to see our uni­ 
v ersities denigrated, maligned and 
even shut down.” He bluntly stated 
that in their technique of “ any body 
we don’t want to hear, nobody ’s go­ 
ing to hear” they demand “ that oth­ 
ers on the faculty follow democratic 
rules which they themselv es defy .” 
Harvard’s President called this 
“ the preaching of anarchy , ex cused 
in the name of ‘academic freedom’.” 
And he pointed out that “ a professor 
has the right to teach, but he has no 
right to teach law-breaking.” 
Why , I remember a day not too 
long ago when it was the time-hon­ 
ored practice of students at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Virginia, for ex ample, to 
tip y our hat to any professor y ou en­ 


countered. That’s how far the slip­ 
page has gone. 
With the pressure for more pro­ 
fessors in our ex panded universities 
the seasoning process in faculties 
has slid downhill at toboggan speed. 
Many of the faculty members are 
fresh (very fresh) out of student sta­ 
tus. They are primarily student-ori­ 
ented. And when y ou see this loud 
and unsuitable faculty minority at 
close hand it is obvious that they are 
in a popularity contest for student 
“ Hi, fella” acclaim. 
But teaching is not a popularity 
contest. It is a profession—a highly 
specialized and often frustrating 
profession. It requires much more 
dedication and much longer season­ 
ing than most of the y oung militant 
faculty members possess and is a 
very long way indeed from a “ Hi, 
fella” popularity contest. 
It contains an elementary fact: 
good teaching is impossible without 
requiring discipline and respect 
among the students and without the 
teacher acquiring self-discipline. 
Many of the y oung faculty mili­ 
tants defy the univ ersity ’s authori­ 
ties and show no qualms about en­ 
couraging, or actually joining, stu­ 
dents who club policemen, throw ur­ 
ine bags at the dean or president, 
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'Wow! Hey! If you like these presidential primaries- 
you'd LOVE the 'DEMOLITION DERBY'!" 


Daley blocking 
Democrat reform

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Chica­ 
go’s May or Ftichard Daley is try ing 
to throw a big roadblock in the path 
of Democratic party reforms. 
National convention 
delegates 
elected, March 21 in Chicago and 
suburbs, and tied to Daley , have 
filed a state court suit in Illinois de­ 
signed to stop the reforms cold. 
On the list of 59 delegates are Da­ 
ley himself and such other top Dem­ 
ocrats as U.S. Reps. Daniel Rosten- 
kowski and Roman Pucinski, the 
1972 party nominee for the U.S. Sen­ 
ate. 
They were elected “ uncommit­ 
ted,” and virtually without opposi­ 
tion. Soon after, a group led by Chi­ 
cago Alderman William Singer and 
the Rev. J esse J ackson formally 
challenged these delegates as not 
properly chosen under the McGov- 
ern-Fraser reform commission 
rules. The specific complaints are 
that the 59 do not include enough 
women, blacks and y oung people to 
giv e them “ reasonable” representa­ 
tion according to their proportionate 
presence in the population. 
The further charge is made that 
the Daley delegates were illegally 
endorsed as a slate. 
Under the formal call to the 197 2 
Democratic convention, delegates 
facing a challenge are required to 
respond within 10 day s after the 
challenge is placed. They must give 
a “ specific answer by paragraph, to 
the facts alleged by the challenging 
party .” 
Four day s after that deadline 
passed, the Daley delegates had not 
responded. Mrs. Patricia Roberts 
Harris, acting chairman of the 1972 
Credentials Committee, wrote let­ 
ters to the 59 challenged delegates 
(and 31 alternates), reminding 
them of the rules and noting that

they also provide : 
“ Failure to so respond in good 
faith shall automatically deem the 
challenging party ’s alleged facts to 
be admitted as true.” 
Meantime, the real Daley re­ 
sponse came on the legal front. On 
April 19, the challenged 59 went into 
the Dlinois courts to seek an injunc­ 
tion 
against 
the 
Singer-J ackson 
challengers, to block them from pro­ 
ceeding further with their challenge. 
The grounds cited in the suit: 
The 59 challenged individuals 
were properly chosen according to 
the election laws of the State of Illi­ 
nois, and these supersede the Mc­ 
Govern-Fraser guidelines or any 
other Democratic party rules. 
This lay s the gauntlet down hard, 
with a direct, clear court test of the 
alleged supremacy of the party ’s 
rules over conflicting statelaws. 
hi v iew of party officials, a court 
decision for the Daley delegates 
would open the door wide to defiance 
of McGovern-Fraser guidelines in 
many places. 
The confrontation with Daley has 
thrust into the shadows other chal­ 
lenges made under the reform 
guidelines in such states as Arizona, 
Florida, Georgia, South Carolina 
and Wisconsin. The highlight in most 
of these is the charge, usually placed 
by women’s caucuses, that women 
are not represented on delegations 
in proper proportion to their num­ 
bers. 
Even if Daley ’s people lose their 
injunction suit, the Dlinois situation 
will continue to hold the spotlight. 
More strikingly than most, it poses 
the question: Who takes the place of 
the challenged delegates if they are 
unseated? The reformers never got 
around to figuring that one out, and 
they concede today that it is an enor­ 
mous dilemma. 


burn libraries and impose by vio­ 
lence antiacademic conditions on 
our universities. Why aren’t they 
fired? 
Their essential immaturity is 
self-evident. They are smart but not 
wise. TTiey are insufferably arro­ 
gant—transparently so—and with­ 
out any selfniiscipline whatever. 
One glance at the ones I saw at 
Columbia, and again at Princeton 
and City College in New York, 
should condemn any university ad­ 
ministrators who hired them. These 
muddleheaded administrators must 
take the blame. 
Established professors, try ing to 
reason with such faculty members, 
find this is like try ing to get between 
the hog and the bucket. Protesting 
against conformity , they themselves 
are total conformists—in the way 
they look, dress and act, what’s 
“ in,” what’s “ out,” what they want 
and what they protest. “ Monkey see, 
monkey do” is a dubious formula at 
best. But there y ou are. And what 
happens to the university , mean­ 
while? 
The forces of destruction are al­ 
way s one short step behind creation. 
Education is not a weed that will 
grow in any soil. It is a delicate crop 
that can easily wilt and degenerate 


unless properly administered by 
wise and knowing faculty members. 
Universitities are actually living 
as enclaves: totally dependent on 
outside communities, the alumni, 
government bodies elected by others 
rather than themselves, independ­ 
ent foundations, etc. Their every ­ 
thing depends on outside reactions. 
But they are isolating themselves. 
This is largely because many uni­ 
versities are failing in their own 
government even more than the so­ 
ciety on which they are a vital, glor­ 
ious section. 
A university fails as an educa­ 
tional institution whenever those in 
charge duck their responsibilities in 
the face of phony shouts about “ aca­ 
demic freedom” or any thing else. 
If the trustees and presidents are 
muddleheaded about that, what can 
y ou ex pect of the student bodies? 
You can ex pect what we’re widely 
getting. 
Tragically , the students them­ 
selves will suffer the most in later 
life. But in the current mess it is 
hard to tell who is more to blame, 
the students or the buddy -buddy fac­ 
ulty cabal that is failing to teach 
them to think.

WASHINGTON (AP) - New 
census fig ures show the na­ 
tion’s farm labor force in­ 
creased four p er cent last y ear, 
the first up turn since 1967, say s 
the Ag riculture Dep artment. 
But the increase resulted 
from more “casual” or p art- 
time workers, not from a rise 
in the number of steadier hired 
hands, the Economic Research 
Service say s in a rep ort. 
In all, about 2,5 5 0,000 p ersons 
did some farm work for wag es 
last y ear, an increase of about 
62,000 from 1970, according to 
the ERS rep ort. 
Workers who p ut in less than 
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Farm labor force boosted by 4 pet. 


75 
Tablets 
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25 day s of farm work in 1971 
totaled about 1,191,000 or a 
boost of about 98 ,000 from the 
y ear before. Those who p ut in 
more time for farm wag es, 
however, declined nearly 63.000 
from 1971. 
The rep ort, p rep ared by Rob­ 
ert C. McElroy , a manp ower 
sp ecialist for ERS, showed the 
ty p ical farm worker in 1971 
was 22, white, male, did not 
live on a farm, p ut in 76 day s 
of farm work at $11.60 a day 
for total earning s of about $822 
in cash wag es. 
Only 19 p er cent of the total 
force was eng ag ed chiefly in 
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fartn work for wag es. Of those, 
onjy 28 5 ,000 were y ear-round 
workers on farms. They aver­ 
ag ed 317 day s of farm work 
last y ear and earned $3,8 00 in 
wag es. 
Of the total farm work force 
in 1971, about 5 8 p er cent, 
mainly housewives and stu­ 
dents, did not work most of the 
y ear on farms. 
The number of mig ratory 
workers—those who do farm 
work outside their home coun­ 
ties—totaled 172,000 last y ear, 
seven p er cent of the total 
force. That number was down 
12p er cent from 1970, the ERS 


said. 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Ag riculture Dep artment say s 
wheat has “become a rising 
star” as a livestock feed in ad­ 
dition to its traditional and m a­ 
jor use as a bread g rain. 
About 15 p er cent of the an­ 
nual U.S. wheat p roduction 
went into livestock feed the 
p ast three y ears, say s the Eco­ 
nomic Research Service, com­ 
p ared with five p er cent during 
the 1960-68 p eriod. Wheat for 
feed has ex ceeded 200 million 
bushels in each of the p ast 
three y ears, comp ared with the 
earlier averag e of 75 million. 
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Part of the reason was the 
chang e in g overnment p rice 
sup p orts for wheat in the mid- 
1960s, which made the g rain 
more comp etitive in p rice with 
corn and other feed. Abundant 
sup p lies in major cattle feeding 
areas also have been factors, 
the ERS said.

“No o ne is patro lling. All that 
ju ngle is the enemy ’s. He will 
co me right thro u gh it and 
cream u s,” o ne U.S. adv iso r 
said. 
The No rth Vietnamese so far 
appear to be do ing ju st that, 
no t o nly in Ko ntu m bu t in War 
Zo ne C no rthwest o f Saigo n, in 
War Zo ne D to Saigo n’s no rth­ 
east, and in do zens o f o ther 
areas. 
“The Saigo n go v ernment is 
no w pay ing the price o f po liti­ 
cal military appo intments,” a 
senio r American said. 
The Vietnamese also are 
pro v ing u nable to handle the 
to o ls o f American-sty le war­ 
fare. The co mmu ncatio ns sy s­ 
tem in Vietnam was nev er 
mu ch go o d. No w it is beginning 
to crack. 
Radar gu idance sy stems at 
the natio n’s airpo rts are begin­ 
ning to malfu nctio n, acco rding 
to American technicians. 
The helico pter was the back­ 
bo ne o f the American effo rt. 
Bu t the Vietnamese are wary 
o f u sing the hu ndreds giv en 
them by Americans. 
The 
elabo rate 
American 
bases are ro tting becau se they 
are far to o big fo r the smaller 
Vietnamese u nits. Ev en mu lti- 
millio n-do llar Cam Ranh Bay is 
falling into disrepair. It was 
tu rned o v er to the Vietnamese 
o fficially to day bu t they hav e 
no t fo u nd a u se fo r it. 
The trav eler gets a stro ng 
impressio n that Vietnamizatio n 
no t o nly nev er wo rked bu t nev ­ 
er happened despite the Ameri­ 
can pu llo u t. 
Americans who remain fall 
ro u ghly into three catego ries. 
There are tho se who are 
waiting o u t their time, like the 
infantry men with the 19 6th Bri­ 
gade at Phu Bai who do n’t rel­ 
ish being here bu t co ntinu e to 
do their du ty . These inclu de 
helico pter pilo ts, who are bear­ 
ing a heav y lo ad in the cu rrent 
fighting. 
Then there are the civ ilian 
Americans who hav e pu t mu ch 
o f their liv es into Vietnam, men 
like the senio r American ad­ 
v iser to the 2nd Military Re­ 
gio n, Jo hn Pau l Vann. A 10- 
y ear Vietnam v eteran, he is 
still try ing to ho ld the situ atio n 
to gether in the central high­ 
lands. 
Finally , there are still a few 
military peo ple who think they 
can win the war militarily . 
They range fro m desk-bo u nd 
co lo nels in the Saigo n head­ 
qu arters, who bru sh o ff the 
Vietnamese rev erses with an 
impatient shru g o f their sho u l­ 
ders and an o ptimistic pre­ 
dictio n, to so me o f the adv isers 
in the field who lo o k bey o nd the 
inefficiency and inco mpetence 
they see befo re their ey es. 
Bu t ev en the mo st enthu sias­ 
tic Americans we met shied 
away fro m the su ggestio n o f 
bringing U.S. tro o ps back into 
the war. 
Mu ch o f that American blo o d 
was lo st in ro lling back the 1968 
Tet o ffensiv e. The differences 
between that o ffensiv e and the 
cu rrent o ne are o bv io u s. 
The Tet attacks o n all Viet­ 
nam’s majo r cities and to wns 
came fro m within, the ro ad 
pav ed by Viet Co ng agents and 
Cadres who led tro o ps into the 
hearts o f the po pu latio n cen­ 
ters. Many enemy fo rces were 
so slender in the Tet actio ns 
that they qu ickly lo st co mmu ­ 
nicatio ns and were ev entu ally 
annihilated. 
This time it is ex clu siv ely an 
attack fro m witho u t, a co n­ 
v entio nal pu sh with massiv e 
firepo wer, o v erru nning ev ery ­ 
thing in the way . 
As far back as the early 
19 60s, there were nev er so few 
allied co u nter o ffensiv es as 
no w. Ev en in the grim day s o f 
1965, when the Viet Co ng army 
was kno cking at the do o rs o f 
Saigo n, the go v ernment fo rces 
wo u ld o rganize a co u nterattack 
to retake lo st to wns and v il­ 
lages. The same was tru e o f 


Vietnam replay 


the first few ho u rs o f the Tet 
o ffensiv e. 
One o f the lesso ns o f the Viet- 


nam war is that if the enemy is 
giv en ju st a day to dig in, he is 
v ery difficu lt to dig o u t.

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) 
Starting from a long series of 
adverse court rulings, Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie called again 
today for the merit selection of 
judges and “the removal of 
partisan 
politics 
from 
the 
judiciary.” 
To get the merit selection is­ 
sue on the ballot for a con­ 
stitutional referendum “is not 
an easy hurdle,” Ogilvie admit­ 
ted and urged the adoption of a 
nonpartisan plan of electing the 
judges as an interim proposal. 
* ‘The opportunity to achieve a 


true merit system (of selecting 
judges) remains and we must 
persist m our efforts to place it 
on the ballot ... as soon as 
possible,” the governor said in 
a special message to the gener­ 
al assembly. 
Ogilvie urged the legislature 
to adopt an ll-point program 
which, he said, is designed to 
give Illinois citizens better pro­ 
tection under the law. 
At the top of his list was the 
merit judgeship selection, but 
not far behind was another call 
for the legislature to promptly 


fund the Judicial Inquiry Board 
without coupling the funds with 
what Ogilvie called “artificial 
and contrived restrictions.” 
A senate subcommittee last 
week recommended funding the 
board, which under the 1970 
Constitution is to serve as a 
watchdog group on the state’s 
judiciary. 
To place the merit system of 
judge selection on the ballot in 
November would require three- 
fifths vote of the General As­ 
sembly. 
“At the present time that is 


not an easy hurdle,” Ogilvie 
admitted. Democrats, particu­ 
larly those from Chicago, have 
been opposed to the change and 
neither party holds a clear cut 
advantage over the other in the 
legislature. 
The recommendation to give 
voters in each judicial circuit 
or district the opportunity to 
choose for themselves if they 
want nonpartisan election of 
judges would require only a 
majority vote in the legislature 
it might have a chance of being 
approved. 


On other topics Ogilvie asked 
the General Assembly to pass 
measures which would: 
—provide medical and lost- 
wage benefits of up to $25,000 
for persons injured in volunteer 
actions to aid law enforcement. 
—allow the convening of 
grand juries with statewide 
powers. 
—establish a new uniform 
code of corrections. 
—create statutory remedies 
for abridgement of the rights of 
privacy secured by the new 
constitution. 
Sta te Cha mbe r 
lunc he on s e t 


—expand the efforts of the Il­ 
linois Law Enforcement Com­ 
mission to improve law en­ 
forcement procedures, and to 
enlist citizens in law enforce­ 
ment efforts. 
In referring to the judiciary, 
Ogilvie declared “In the last 
analysis it is men who interpret 
the law. Basic laws and good 
procedures are of little value 
without men of the highest in­ 
tegrity and ability to apply 
them.” 
The governor recited a list of 
major state issues approved by 


the legislature in the last four 
years and ultimately passed 
onto the courts. It included 
many which have been over­ 
turned by the courts on con­ 
stitutional grounds. 


Those overturned included 
the 1969 road bond program, 
elimination of the personal 
property tax by referendum, 
welfare spending cuts, home­ 
stead exemptions for the elder­ 
ly, aid to nonpublic schools, no­ 
fault auto insurance and the 
state governmental ethics act.

As a result of successful pilot projects, the 
Illinois Department of Public Aid (IDPA) is 
adding additional staff for assisting public aid 
recipients to find suitable employment. 
Three additional staff members have been 
added in an eight-county area, including Lee, 
Ogle and Whiteside Counties in our area. 
A report issued by IDPA outlines the job 
placement service. 
The representative will start by taking an 
inventory of the persons he has to work with, 
taking into consideration their work skills, oc­ 
cupational goals, job history and vocational 
aptitude. 
Next the representative will become a job 
developer, going out into the community and 
explaining the program to prospective em­ 
ployers, attempting to match the recipients’ 
skills with available employment, according 
to the report. 


Transportation, child-care, clothing and 
other problems with recipients will be worked 
out with the representative attempting to get 
them on the job with a proper mental attitude, 
the report said. 
The new program will supplement the em­ 
ployment service now being offered by the 
Dixon Chamber of Commerce and the Illinois 
State Employment Office, placing special 
emphasis on the public aid recipient. 
Preliminary plans have been completed 
for setting up the program, with the service 
scheduled to get underway during the week of 
May 10. 
Other counties served by the three repre­ 
sentatives include Boone, Carroll, DeKalb, 
JoDaviess and Stephenson. 
Similar programs are underway in Lake, 
Will and Kankakee Counties and are termed 
successful by public aid officials.

DALLAS (AP) - “I feel like 
I can play again now,” Billy 
Casper said. 
The v eteran pro, winner of

Things that were banked 
against me before now seem to 
be going for me,” said Casper. 
“Mainly , I’m thinking better, 
better than I hav e all y ear.” 
And it was thinking—or lack 
of it, a mental lapse—that may 
hav e led to a triple bogey sev en 
on the 17 th hole that cost Cana­ 
dian longshot Wilf Homenu ik a 
share of the top spot in this 
chase for a $25,000 first prize, 
more than he has won in any of 
six prev iou s seasons on the 
American tou r. 
He failed to call for relief—to 
which he was entitled—when 
his tee shot was plu gged in the 
mu d. The slightly -bu ilt 34-y ear- 


old from Winnipeg was tied for 
the lead at that point, bu t tried 
to hit a six iron ou t of the mu d. 
It cau ght a creek and he later 
three-pu tted for the sev en. 
A Tou rnament Play ers’ Div i­ 
sion official later confirmed 
that Homenu ik was entitled to 
a free drop from the mu d—if 
he had called for a ru ling. He 
didn’t and was stu ck with the 
sev en. 


That left him with a 71 and a 
205 total going into today ’s final 
rou nd. The tou rnament sched­ 
u le was pu shed back one day 
when Thu rsday ’s play was rain­ 
ed ou t.

I did th is becau se of my ex­ 
boyfriend. I h ave th ou gh t abou t 
trying it again. I am so mixed 
u p I don’t know wh at to do. 
Cou ld you please give me some 
advice? Is th ere any ch ance of 
after effects of taking th e as­ 
pirin, becau se I went deaf for a 
wh ole day becau se th ere was a 
ringing noise in my h ead? 


Dear 
Reader—You 
are 
certainly not alone. In 1965, one 
au th ority estimated th at th ere 
were 60,000 attempted su icides 
in you ng people u nder age 20 
each year in th e United States. 
Th e teen-age period is a par­ 
ticu larly difficu lt time, becau se 
of th e ch ange from dependency 
on parents to independence and 
th e powerfu l influ ence of 
dramatic ch anges in th e body. 


Th e adolsescent frequ ently 
needs a cou ncelor ou tside th e 
family, wh ich ou r society fails 
to provide. Most parents wh ose 
ch ild attempts su icide are 
u su ally greatly su rprised and 
didn’t even realize th at th eir 
ch ild was in distress. Th ere are 
similar patterns in adolescents 
wh o attempt su icide. It is not 
ju st th ey come from a *‘broken 
h ome,” becau se th ere are a lot 
of ch ildren wh o h ave th is ex­ 
perience bu t don’t attempt su i­ 
cide. More important, a divorce 
or ^remarriage occu rs in th e 
teen-age years. Parents, wh o 
are 
separated 
and 
don’t 
remarry h ave ch ildren with a 
lesser incidence of attempted 
su icide. 


Th e basic problem is con­ 
tinu ed repeated stress with 
elements in th e environment 
th at tend to cau se th e individu al 
to feel isolated and alone. Th e 
precipitating factor, as in you r 
case, can be a terminated 
romance. Su ch u nsu ccessfu l 
roih ances are particu larly 
difficu lt 
becau se 
of 
th e 
estrangement th at often exists 


you r very own doctor. If you 
are in a u niversity setting, most 
of th e h ealth services are rea­ 
sonably familiar with th e 
emotional strain of adolescents 
and can provide some h elp. 
It is difficu lt to find h elp 


ou tside th e family th at you can 
depend 
on. 
Sometimes 
ministers do an excellent job in 
th is role. Uncles and au nts 
sometimes do and I h ave often 
wondered if th is is one of th e 
roles th at grandparents u sed to 
fu rnish . It is u nfortu nate th at 
some parents can’t fill th is role, 
bu t frequ ently th ey are so 


evalu ating ou rselves and, after 
all, families are merely an 
extension of one’s own being.
